here did occur "machining and tooling of partially or previously 
formed pieces', but do not handle the raw materials. " Chemicals 
arte- involved, in "dry, powdery form, which source "found to be 
sticky so. lids, similar to solid rocket propellants," but these 
were brought into the site in bulk form and used as part of the 
production process. Source further reported an object formed 
from pieces of a large, round, "pipe" -shaped object, one of 
which, when completed, seemed intended for connection with some 
other object (Sketch 6 , ..TAB B) . A loading dock was then 
^escribed, where objects of varying sizes were shipped on trucks, 
oource repur .led. the complex's most important product as a "small, 
shiny, meta.lJ.ie 'box-frame like' unit (Sketch 7, TAB B) " with 
possible circuit boards inside it. One of these circuit boards 
had a large, black, metallic, "thing" on one end (Sketch 8 , TAB 
D, the concave surface of which "radiates a constant signal 
which is fed to it from the chips on the board." This signal is* 
interrupted in regular time increments, giving the impression of 
a digital signal,." Source also used the words "burst" and 
"interrupts" in referring to this signal.
